Lille). 

‘*In the vicinity of Arras and on the right bank of the River 
Somme, the situation shows little change. Between the Somme 
and the Oise there have been alternate advances and withdrawals.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—Despite the official announeement that the allies had 
vielded yesterday, confidence today in the ultimate suecess ef the French 
and English in the great action on the left wing of the battle front in north- 
ern France has by no means diminished. Meanwhile without repose and with 
no sign of a truce the tremendous battle of we of men is going on, 
each side trying by every possible means in its power to gain the advantage. 
Military Experts See No Importance in Setback. 

The military crities, among them Lieutenant ‘Colonel Rousset of the Petit 
Parisien, refuse to attach any importance to the setback or the yielding of 
territory, declaring them to be the inevitable retreats which can be offset 
by a progressive momement. He cities the fact that Napoleon Bonaperte at 
Marengo had to retreat three times in the face of the Austrians, which did 
not prevent him from finding there one of his most brilljant victories as well 
as one of the most profitable 

The familiarity of the Freneh with the territory is frequently of opt 
siderable advantage to them. The marshes of Saint Gond near the Petit 
Morin River are perfectly sold in the dry season, and the Germans bete 
had made all preparations for an important surprise attack.

Describes Bits of Yesterday’s Action 


By an Associated Press Correspondent. 

ON THE BATTLE FRONT, via Paris, Oct. 5.—The allied armies, after 

having permitted ¢heir adversaries, as they thought, to exhaust themselves 
by continued attacks, today (Monday) took a most vigorous offensive. The 
British and French encountered such a strong resistance, however, that 
their most advanced detachments on the Western wing were compelled to 
fall back. Only at this part of the long battle line did the opposing troops 
actually come into close contact. 
* Many picturesque villages, around which hundreds of thousands of 
men occupy positions, have suffered severely in the recent fighting and 
probably will suffer still more before the struggle for supremacy is over. 
The country where the chief fighting is going on is flat and under cultiva- 
tion. In many places it is boggy and there are scattered coal mines. The 
allied armies are continually extending toward the north and bending 
eastward toward the Belgian frontier, thus compelling the Germans, in 
order to prevent the crumbling up of their main army, to move large 
forces from the center and so keep pace with the allies, whose position 
menaces the invaders along the whole line. The allies’ plan, it is thought, 
may compel the Germans to release the pressure on the Belgians. 


French Divisions March 58 Miles in Two Days. 


The rapidity with which the French change positions is considerd re- 
markable. Two entire divisions of infantry marched nearly 30 miles Satur- 
day and 28 miles Sunday. The Germans, however, by means of their avia- 
tors, who are continually flitting. over the lines despite numerous casual- 
ties, discovered the movements and brought up reinforcements to meet them. 
As the Germans occupy the inside of the circle, they are able to reach an

Both Have Same Purpose. 

Tn sum, the two armies have been 
fighting for some days now to ac- 
complish a similar purpose. If fhe 
allies can cut the ratiway lines on 
which the Germans depend, some- 
where between St. Quentin and Bel- 
gium, the Germans will probably 
have to go back to a new position. 
If the Germans can cut the Paris-

to the channe!, and the task of 
throwing masses to the north to- 
ward Belgium and the German rear 
will be greatly delayed, if not 
checked wholly. Meantime, if the 
process is merely delayed, Antwerp 
may fall and release German troops, 
who can come south to the aid of 
Von Kluck. ’ 

What is now going on, then, is a 
teet of resources and endurance. If 
the allies have superior numbers, 
and they should have, it is plain that 
they can extend their line farther 
than the Germans, and that the 
Germans, in trying to stretch their 
line similarly, will presently get it 
so thin that it can be broken, This 
is what happened to Lee about Rich- 
mond in 1866. 

On the other hand, if the Germans 
can smash through the ajlied line 
before it reaches its maximum ex- 
tension and cut the Paris-Amiens- 
Arras railway, at the very ieast they 
will interrupt the allied operations, 
and perhaps they will gain time to 
colleet troops and again restore the 
balance as to numbers. 

May Relieve Antwerp. 

But unless tha Germans actually 
get to the allied communications, in-

PETROGRAD, Oct. 6.—The Russian 
and German armies have prepared. for 
th» opening of a gigantic struggle along 
the frontier of Poland and Silesia. The 
Germans are concentrated in great 
strength behind a curved line extending 
from Thorn, a fortress, on the Vistula, 
on the boundary between East Prussia 
and Posen, southward to the west of 
Lodz, the second city in Poland, in the 
government of Piotrkow, 75 miles south- 
west of Warsaw. 

The Germans are in great strength on 
the line from Pabianic and Lask, which 
lie a few miles southwest of Lodz, to 
Crenstochowa, on the River Warba, 50 
miles southwest of Piotrkow and close 
to the Silesian frontier. The Russian 
army has come into contact with the 
German army of invasion between 
Czenstochowa and Piotrkow. 

It is understood here that the Kaiser 
is at Thorn directing the operations of 
the German forces. The Czar has ar- 
rived at the battle front. It is stated 
that the Germans have been confiscat- 
ing the food, cattle, horses and wagons 
of the peasantry in the entire region of 
the government of Kalisz, which is on 
the Polish frontier, bordering on Si- 
lesia. 

Russians Ready to Strike. 

The Russian army of the center, as it 
is known, is in complete readiness to 
strike a blow at the enemy that is now 
coming within its grasp. Russian aero- 
planes have sailed over the German po- 
sitions, and, though they encountered 
German aeroplanes and were frequently 
fired at from iand and air, they re- 
turned safely to their own lines with a 
full report concerning the enemy’s po- 
sition. me 

The Germans enter upon this central 
struggle with the handicap that their 
left or northern army is severely crip- 
pled, for Gen. von Hindenberg’s force 
is in a dilapidated condition and has 
been driven back upon its own base at 
Thorn. Whatever remnants of this army 
reach Thorn will have to be re-equipped, 
for even if they had not been pursued. 
as they were, the Germans found it 
impossible to drag back their artillery 
and their automobile transports through 
East Prussia... The heavy autunina} 
raing have made the roads impassable to 
heavy vehicles. 

The experience whefi they attempted 
to besiege Ossowetz has shown them 
the fatal mistake they made when they 
crossed their own boundaries into this 
difficult, country at this period of the 
year.

LONDON, Oct. 6.—An official state- 
mént issued today at Vienna Says the 
situation in Russian Poland and Gall- 
cia is favorable, according to a Reuter 
dispatch from the Austrian capital by 
way of Amsterdam.

The islands have a population of be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000, of which a very 
small percentage is Furopean. 

Jaulit Island is 38 miles long and 
22 miles wide. It is the headquarters of 
a big German company which trades 
with the Marshall and adjacent groups 
of islands.

JERMANY REFUSED IN 1911 
TO REASSURE HER PUBLICLY 


Diplomatic Record Discloses Kaiser’s Chancellor 


Promised There Would Be No Invasion, 
but Objected to Formal Declaration. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—The Belgian 
London has issued a copy of the 
Belgian Gray Book containing diplomat- 
ic correspondence relating to war. To 
some extent it supplements the English 
White Paper and the Russian Orange 
Book. The correspondence ranged from 
July 24 to Aug. 29.

It is proposed that the fund be loaned 
to the farmers and planters on their 
crop on a basis of not more than 6 cents 
a pound, which woutd be about $30 a 
bale. The plan does not contemplate 
the purchase of cotton. 

Wade, after deciding that a $150,000,000 
loan on the cotton crop would tide the 
Southern planters and business inter- 
ests over the crisis, called representa- 
tives of nine of the lagger wholesale 
houses in St. Louis to the Mercantile 
Trust Co. and explained the plan in de- 
tail. 


Approved by Business Men. 
hey approved it, and last week Wade 


had a conference with Secretary Mc- 
Adoo in Washington regarding it At Mc- 
Adoo’s suggestion nine Southern bank- 
ers met Wade in St. Louis yesterday. 
After an all-day conference, these bank- 
ers wired Secretary McAdoo the plan 
was feasible and could be carried out. 

If it is approved by McAdoo and the 
Federal Reserve Board, subscriptions 
from banks and business houses of 
every state willl be asked. 

It is reported that 10 St. louis whole- 
sale houses have agreed to subscribe 
$100,000 each to the pool. ‘fhe Southern 
bunkers said that they believed the 
banks of their section would subscribe 
their proportion of the fund.

ATIRAGT WOMEN 
AT AUTO SHOW 


More than 200 automobile thorough- 
breds of the 1915 model, groomed to the 
minute and glaneing from tbeir stalls 
with a blaze of polished metal and 
enamel, were viewed last night at For- 
est Park Highlands by a crowd which 
so packed the aisles that at times it 
stood motionless. It was the opening 
night of the eighth annuai &t. Louls 
Auto Show, which will continue until 
Saturday night. Complimentary tickets 
to the show had been freely distributed. 

The park was brilliantly illuminated 
and the rafters and columns were ever)- 
where hidden beneath clusters of flowers 
and foliage. In the throngs about each 
exhibit was a notable representation of 
society folk. 

Every grade of automobile was repre- 
sented, from the stately Packard limou- 
sine, equipped to the last werd in lux- 
ury and almost as large as a switch en- 
gine, to the piquant little cycle car, and 
every type had its circle of admirers. 


Coupes Feature of Show. 
A feature of the display, which shows 


the growing influence of women in mo- 
toring, was the number of coupe cars. 
One which attracted especial interest 
was a Velie five-seated coupe. With 
the hood open to display its engine, and, 
just behind, a body as luxurious as a 
woman’s boudoir, it showed a striking 
contrast of power and comfort. 

Another coupe always surrounded by 
admirers was an Overland, exhibited for 
the first time in St. Louis. It bas seats 
for four. The one in front can face 
either forward or backward. The seat 
for the driver, at the left, is advanced 
beyond the other rear seats, for the 
convenience of women drivers in reach- 
ing the pedals, levers and steering 
wheel, 

The Buick display occupied a de- 
pressed stage, upon which a turn-table, 
revolving, showed to advantage the 
firm’s 1915 seven-passenger touring car. 
Much disappointment was expressed 
over the failure of the eight-cylinder 
1916 Cadillac to arrive for the show. The 
Cadillac booth, however, had a display 
of photographs and drawings, which 
were explained by a lecturer. 

Nearly every autemobile firm in the 
city was represented, and agents ex- 
plained fine points of the cars to the 
curious. 

Red Cross Auto Attractive. 

Vieing with the gasoline cars in luxur}- 
ous appointments Was a large display of 
clectrics. Women continually climbed 
inside, sitting for a minute and then 
niaking way for others. Some of the 
dealers, to stop this sport, tied robbons 
aCTOSs the open doors of their cars. 
Another exhibit much examined con- 
sisted of a funeral car and a Red Cross 
automobile, the latter as spotlessly 
white within as an operating room. 

Outside the main parkway, to the west 
oi the villa, stood the humbler but use- 
ful brothers of the hmousine and coupe 
—the motor lorries anad trucks, ranging 
from a tiny electric to huge five-ton 
trucks which could transport the great 
siege guns of the German artillery. 
There were three garages for private 
use, two of wood and one of steel, and 
a display of accessories. embodying the

The rope also had been passed through 
the loop of a black leather handbag, in- 
side of which was a white silk crocheted 
vanity bag containing a pair of elhbow- 
length white silk gloves, a black silk 
giove of wrist length, black mesh veil, 
und a chamois powder rag. 

Money Tied in Handkerchief. 

Both the sand hag and hand bag were 
tied at the woman's back. She could 
have attached them herself. 

From the character of the clothing and 
the condition of the finger nails, the 
Coroner concluded tho woman had been 
in moderate or fairly well-to-4o circum- 
stances. She wore a blue-black coat of 
hip length. in one pocket of which was 
s handketchief containing two half dol 
lars, a aaa two dimes, two 
nickels and) 10 pennies. There were two 
ynots in the nandkerchief, ard through 
tiem afetv pin had been fastened. 
There ws a scratch mark on the eagle 
of one of the half dollars. The white 
silk lining of the coat was considerably 
worn at the arm-holes. 

She wore a black pleated panama 
skirt, a biack taffeta underskirt and 
white cotton underskirt. Her under- 
garments of white linen were trimmed 
with lace. A white linen peekaboo waist 
was trimmed with lace. The black stock- 
ings were lisle. She wore no shoes or 
slippers, which, the Coroner said, might 
have been washed off in the river. The 
only writing on the clothing was the 
trade mark and size printed on the white 
corset.

A CALCIUM LIGHT IN PEMISCOT. — 
“You are cordially invited to turn on the cal- 

cium light.” 

This is what Secretary of State “Con” Roach 
wrote to Editor William York of the Democratic 
Hayti Herald on Sept. 24 last. Thereupon, Mr. 
York made a conscientious endeavor to twist the 
switch. The four and a half columns he uses in 
his paper must be conceded to be something more 
than a fumble at the button. 

It is all about the designations Mr. Roach is 
empowered to make this fall of one newspaper in 
each of the 114 counties to advertise the proposed 
constitutional amendments. These amendments 
this year will fill nine columns of space. At the 
rate the State is accustomed to pay, the advertis- 
ing will cost the taxpayers $535.05 for each paper. 

Finding tliat it could obtain the matter, either 
stereotyped or in “‘patent inside” form, from a 
“boiler plate” house at a cost not exceeding $9, 
the Herald offered to run the advertisement for 
$100, fizuring that a total profit of $91, or $22.75 
for each of the four insertions, was ample. Mr. 
Roach declined. His reply was that the Secretary 
of State was not authorized to receive bids for 
the service and that he “could not legally con- 
sider your proposition.” 

It was at this point that Mr. York reached for 
the switch, remarking: 

We will accept Mr. Roach’s invitation, feel- 
ing that his little butterfly wings will look 
real beautiful in the calcium light and maybe 
he can be afforded a brief giimpse of him- 
self as others see him. 

It was the artistic completeness of Editor 
York’s job in providing illumination for facts that 
attracted the Post-Dispatch’s attention. Nothing 
ax vigorous and fetching has appeared in the 
Missouri country press for a long time. Besides, 
it seems to have the merit of performing a public 
service. 

To the Secretary's plea that “I have nothing to 
do with fixing the fee; that is fixed by statute,” 
the editor quotes Section 587 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. This is to the effect that when advertising 
ie dofie for the State ‘“‘there shall not be allowed 
for such publication a higher rate than §$1 per 
square of 250 ems for the first insertion and 50 
cents for each subsequent insertion.” 

This does not “fix a fee,” exclaims the editor 
triumphantly. It only fixes a maximum. He 
quotes further from the succeeding Section 588 
which mandatorially says that public officers in 
placing advertising for the State “shall accept of 
the most advantageous terms that can be ob- 
tained, not exceeding the rates limited in the pre- 
ceding section.” The Herald’s comment takes 
this form: 

Our bdrilltant Secretary of State, in order to 
pamper, foster and feed the pets who are 
boosting his boom for the gubernatorial seat, 
has the audacity to say that the extreme 
limh fixed by law—this approrimately $500 
more than should be paid for the work—is 
the price that MUST be paid. 

Pemiscot County has three Democratig papers 
besides an independent paper. Caruthersville, 
county seat with 3600 people, has a pull denied to 
Hayti with only 1100. It is easy to see that the 
amendment advertising awards are an old griev- 
ance. Anyway, they have been a subject of cor- 
respondence running back to 1910 and Mr. York 
prints a lot of the correspondence. Agreements 
under which two papers print the advertising 
and split the State’s payment seem to be com- 
mon. Roach letters in several successive years 
set forth that if an arrangement can be reached 
“by which both papers will publish amendments, 
I shall unhesitatingly honor any joint request you 
may make.” 

Reaching for the Supreme Court reports on the 
shelf next to the Revised Statutes, Mr. York 
flashes a decision setting forth in strong language 
that when two newspaper publishers have bid the 
maximum rate under an agreement to divide the 
proceeds, “a refusal by one to pay over half of the 
proceeds of a contract for the publication of the 
constitutional amendments gives the other no 
standing to enforce the payment to him of his 
share, the claim being founded on an illegal 


agreement.’’ 
Mr. York pleads that the entire system under 


which the State’s advertising contracts are 
awarded should be overhauled, and he is right. 
He shows how $49,595 could be saved the State 
this fall. The fact that there is much undiszguised 
graft in the present system cannot be minimized 
by the admission that the press does cheerfully 
much work of a public-spirited nature and is en- 
titled to generous treatment. | 
Fee-splitting, excessive pay not contemplated 
by the law, brazen use of the contracts as a part 
of the patronage by which machine politicians 
promote their ambition for further prefermen: are 
abuses that ought to be corrected. And the Mis- 
souril press itself should see that they are cor- 
rected.

MR. WADE THE SOUTH’'S MOSES. 

Mr. Festus J. Wade of St. Louis bids fair to 
lead the cotton growers out of the wilderness of 
their doubts and perplexities. 

Mr. Wade has a plan to save the South from 
losing $200,000,000 to $300,000,000, unnecessarily, 
on this year’s crop. 

The plan is to form a syndicate of great bank- 
ers and merchants in all the states, put up $150,- 
000,000, loan it out at $30 a bale on 5,000,000 bales, 
and so take this year’s surplus crop off the mar- 
ket. 

If this can be done—and it seems in a fair way 
to be done—the bulk of the huge crop of 1914 will 
sell for 8 cents or better. That portion, two- 
thirds approximately, which must go onto the 
market this fall and winter, will bring 8 cents 
average for its growers. The third held over by 
the syndicate should bring 8 cents plus cost of in- 
surance, storage and a fair profit, when the time 
comes to put it on the market. 

A 15,000,000-bale cotton crop selling at 8 cents 
average will turn just $600,000,000 loose among the 
producers and marketers for the lint alone, and 
another $100,000,000 or more for by-products. 

With all that real cash in hand or in near 
sight, the South can cheer up and begin breath- 
ing normally once more.

BHGINNING TO LACK SNAP. 

A correspondent at the Aisne firing line col- 
lected data the other day on the old subject of 
the number of bullets it takes to kill a man. 
After he had counted more than 300 projectiles 
fired from the big guns of the Germans, he went 
to the allies’ trenches to ascertain the casualties. 
But nine men had been wounded, On the same 
day 109 shells were fired at the allies, with only 
the result of scratching one man and burying 
four officers in flying earth, who were found to 
be all right when dug out. 

A similar expenditure of gunpowder on one 
of our old-fashioned, unsafe and insane Fourths 
of July would have been attended with much more 
serious results. And there {is no evidence that 
the allies are firing to any better purpose. This 
war needs an efficiency expert. It is beginning 
to lack snap.

HAPPY LITTLE LUXEMBURG. 

Calling it an “authentic page in the history of 
the world,” the school officials of Sweden have 
adopted Foreign Minister Edward Grey’s speech 
on the causes of the war as a text-book in the 
public schools. Sweden, Belgium and Servia are 
in fact by no means the only countries in which 
the utterances of Grey, Bryce and other English- 
men on the rights of the small nations are likely 
to prove decidedly popular. They will make a 
bie hit in Norway, Denmark, Holland, Switzer- 
land, Portugal and Spain as well. 

Luxemburg may be expected to be indifferent, 
it is the only country, large or small, that has 
been better off since the war began than it was 
before. It is doing a thrifty trade in supplies for 
the Germans, and has just been paid $1,000,000 
bv the Kaiser for the right of way during a space 
of two months for his armies into France. 

Nobody need hasten the close of the war on 
Luxemburg’s account. Revenue at the rate of 
$500,000 a month is more revenue than it has 
ever had before. A war that is netting it about 
$24 a year for each man, woman and child of its 
population does not seem to Luxemburg to place 
the sacred rights of the smaller nations in any 
special jeopardy.

It was a bold editorial statement which 
appeared in the Sit. Louis Post-Dispatch 
the other day. While the editorial fur- 
nishes food for reflection for ail Ameri- 
can people, it may at the same time cre- 
ate a certain sense of uneasiness among 
them. Japan knows that the Japanese 
question in California is cne which can- 
not be solved by the arbitrament of 
arms. Contrary te the intimation con- 
tained in the editorial of the Post-Dis- 
patch, Japan will never resort to army 
and navy in effort to solve the 
Japanese question in America. 5o far 
from it, she will always be patient and 
tolerant as she has been ‘n the past.

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WO HUNDRED years ago wit- 
nessed the last observance of the 
ancient English superstition that 

the touch of the monarch was capable 

of curing scrofula, then called king’s 
evil. For many centuries every $th of 

January was marked by a vast proces- 

sion of sufferers from the affection who 

passed in line before the King or Queen. 

The ruler touched each as he passed 

and the royal laying on of hands was 

supposed to bring about an immediate 
cure. 

Queen Anne was the last to observe 

this ancient custom. In 1712 she an- 

nounced in the London Gazette her in- 
tention to touch publicly all sufferera 
from the king’s evil who might present 
themselves. Many thousands responded 

on Jan. 9, 1713, and again on Jan. 9, 

1714. Anne, the last of the Stuarts, died 

on Aug. 1, 1714, and one of the first acts 

of her successor, George I, the first of 
the House of Hanover to sit on the 

English throne, was to abolish the old

custom of touching for king's evil. 

Edward the Confessor waa responsible 
for inaugurating the crude superstition 
that the laying on of royal hands could 
cure the king's evil, which was then 
one of the great scourges of the En- 
glish people. The frst observance was 
on Jan. 9, 1058, and that date was kept 
ever afterward. 

The custom was continued, with oc 
casional lapses, by the Normana, the 
Plantagenets, the Lancasters, Yorka, 
Tudors and Stuarts. During the quarter 
of a century of the reign of Charles 
II no less than 92,107 persons were 
touched by that monarch, and, according 
to Wiseman, the King’s physician, near- 
ly all were cured!

These bonds were espe- 
cially popular with investors for some 
months before the war br-ke our. ard 
since the successful flotation of the New 
York City $100,000,00C notes, there has 
been increased interest shown in high- 
grade municipal loans, 

“Some of the banks received large de- 
pesits from people owing considerable 
sums abroad, with the understanding 
that the money a wae ld be retained here 
in trust until the foreign exchange mar- 
ket becomes actually normal again. 

“These deposits with some of the Wall 
street banks reached high-record fig- 
ures, and although the money will be 
held here at the call of European bank- 
ingg interests, it is expected that much 
of it will be devoted ultimately to pay- 
ing for supplies bought here by En- 
gland, France and other countrics, 
where businesea has been greatly upset 
by the complications attending the War. 

“It is strongly hoped that many of the 
credits will be used in this way, since 
it will help to extinguish a good deal 
of the indebtedness that we shall have 
to remit for later on, ff there is nothing
